S February is the time of high water mark in Club activi- 


ties it does not come amiss at this season to urge upon the 


attention of all Clubs, the importance of the Reciprocity 


Idea. State Federations genrally are creating Departments 


of Reciproicity and the activity in these departments is a most 


convincing proof of their necessity. It is the privilege and 
duty of The Keystone, through its editor, to act as the Recipro- 
coty Bureau for two State Federations, those of South Carolina 
and Mississippi. 
years we urge upon the Clubs generally the value of this De- 
partment in Club life. Your Reciprocity Bureau is just what 
each individual Club makes it. If your Club life is rich and 
full of resources you may not need the Reciprocity Bureau to 
receive inspiration but you do need it as an.avenue by which 
you can give help and encouragement to !ess fortunate Clubs 
in less bountifully endowed communities. Reciprocity is the 
watchword of our day and it should mean not only giving free- 
ly but receiving graciously. Last February The Keystone 
made a plea for a reciprocity committee in every Club whose 
duty it should be to arrange for a Reciprocity Day once a year 
_ on the Club program and who should also select two represen- 
tative Club papers and file with their respective State Reciproc- 
ity Departments for circulation among other Clubs. This com- 
mitee should also send two copies of the Club’s yearly program 


(printed or written) to the reciprocity department for filing. 


Again we urge this same plan upon the Clubs, for it is proving 
itself to be one of the most practical methods for the develop- 
ment of the reciprocity idea. We would add two _ other 
thoughts to these ideas; first, if possible, plan an exchange 
of Club members on your Reciprocity Day; the inspiration 
which will come from the personality of an outsider will renew 


the vitality of your Club’s activities and will arouse a glow of 


Club spirit which will stimulate the circulation of Club meth- 
ods; second, keep your Official Organ, whatever it is, informed 
of your Club’s movements on all lines of work. There is no 
more active agent in Reciprocity than “The Official Organ” 
and when you submit to it your plans and methods you not 
only give them to your State officers and fellow State Clubs 
but you extend your influence beyond the confines of your own 
immediate club affiliations out into the broader sphere of gen- 
eral Club life, and your-little spark of suggestion or inspira- 
tion may light fires of endeavor in far distant States which will 
warm into existence many good works. 

The Keystone believes in the blessing and responsibility of 
Reciprocity in all activities of life. Our obligations are born 
with us into this world with our mortal bodies, and whether 
or no we recognize and assume them in life’s journey depends 
entirely on ourselves. May each one of us have our moral na- 
tures so delicately attuned to the harmonies of these obliga- 
tions of Reciprocity, that our lives will blend into that perfect 
unison which makes up the grand chorus of the great and good 
of earth.

NE of the great New York dailies furnishes us with the 
information that the Woman’s Domestic Guild of 
America of New York is prepared to furnish tempor- 

ary help for domestic emergencies. This Guild is ready to 
supply servants for a meal or several days on a moment’s 
notice. This privilege is open only to subscribers to the 
Guild and orders by telephone are filled until nine o’clock at 
night. The temporary servants thus furnished being 
vouched for by the Guild. This is the first attempt along 
such lines in America and should prove as much a boon to 
the woman who does not regularly keep a servant as to the 
one who is temporarily without one. During the two weeks 
following Labor day the Guild found places for seventeen 
hundred servants.

On our goth Anniversary we began our new method of. 
work, by engaging a visiting trained nurse—now at the end - 


of 2 years the result is most satisfactory as the work of the 
Society has advanced. | 
The patient may be worthless; if he or she is sick that is 
enough ; the nurse gives to each her best service. In every in- 
stance she works with the physician. | She reports at time the 
most unsanitary conditions of premises; applies to the City for 
disinfectants. | She goes to a most repulsive patient, where 


intemperance is every where visible, and almost quails at the 


door ; at the next house she is touched by the unselfishness and 
kindness the very poor extend to each other. She must cheer 
as well as give bodily comfort. To the weary, anxious moth- 
er this daily visit is a great relief and comfort. She also 
tries to impress the necessity of cleanliness and the ordinary 
rules of health. During the year we have had 18 new mem- 
bers. Have lost 8 by death and 4 have left the city. We now 
have 154 membets and have helped 178 persons. We have 
spent $816.96 including the money spent by the Auxiliary while 
our funds have been materially helped by the pay patients. 
We are most anxious for such calls. 

The assistance of the Associated Charities is invaluable, es- 
pecially in Summer when much of the directon of this work 
is done by its Secretary. During Mrs. Rhett’s continued ab- 
sence in the Spring and early Summer Mrs. Wm. Sinkler was 
indefatigable and furthered the work in every possible way: 
The Society should extend to her its most sincere thanks. 
Thanks are also due to Dr. C. S. Vedder for a lecture which 
added to our funds; to Mrs. W. W. Lawton for her continued 
generosity in lending us her beautiful hall, “The Ball Room 


of the St. John Hotel,” and to Dr. Scherer for a part of the pro- |

From the report of the Nurse’s Committee the following 
facts were called. | 

“Miss Gasque is still with us and has been very diligent and - 
During the past year our So- 
ciety has had in its charge 139 patients, 16 pay patients ;tothese 
1710 visits have been paid and there have been 14 deaths. The 
table of denominations show that our nurse has had the care of 
Episcopalians, Presbyterians, Baptists, Methodists, Lutherans, 
Hugenots, Congregationalists, Hebrew and Roman Catholics. 
Thirty-eight of the City’s Physicians have euiployed our nurse 
in contrast to twenty-three last year, showing the growing ap- 
preciation of her services. During August an epidemic of 
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typhoid fever broke out in the Episcopal Church Orphanage 
and our nurse, for two weeks every afternoon for four or five 
hours, rendered service here. The Loan Closet was called on 


for this emergency also and proved of valuable assistance. 


Our nurse worked half of Christmas Day although it was Sun- 
day, but the sick needed her attention and she could not neglect 
them. | 


The following is the record of one day’s work by the nurse: 
ist. An old lady with heart trouble, gave warm sponge bath, 
rubbed with alcohol, dressed and helped in easy chair for the 
day, combed patient’s hair, bed made up fresh. 
2nd. Little girl with inflamatory reheumatism, warm bath 
given, linen changed, limbs rebound, and hair combed. 
3rd. Obstetrical case. Mother given warm bath, fresh 
linen and fixed in usual way. 
‘4th. Baby bathed and fixed up fresh for the day. 
sth. Case of Cancer, gave medicated douche and assisted 
physician with treatment. 
6th. Case Pneumonia. Temperature, pulse and resperation 
taken, gave warm bath and pneumonta jacket and fresh linen 
given. 
ath. Case Cancer. Gave fresh dressing, made patient com- 
fortable. 
8th. Case Ulcerated Leg. Old woman, found her in great 
pain, gave fresh dressing, and advised daughter to send for 
physician. 
gth. Case Rheumatism. Vapour bath given and patient well 
rubbed. 
1oth. Visit of inquiry to convalscent little girl. 


11th. Case Inflammatory Rheumatism, Boy 14 years, Sah 


bath given and patient well rubbed. 


12th. Second visit to mother and baby, took temerature and 
pulse and gave necessary attention to mother and baby. 

With the development of the work of the Visiting Nurse the 
calls upon the Loan and Supply Closet have been also increas- 
ed. No large donations have been made but there is a steady 
flow in which supplies the steady flow out from the 
stores. As far as bed linen and clothing for adults 
are concerned there is a sufficiency, but there is. al- 


ways a need for nourishment and infants clothing. During 


the year 382 articles of bedding and clothing have been lent or 
given away; 170 packages of nourishment distributed; 77 
pieces of soap'and 157 miscellaneous articles used. The work 
_ of this Committee is well systemized, in the summer all woolens 
are carefully packed away and during the year each week a 
member of the Committee visits the closet for the purpose of 
mending, making and recording articles donated. 


Altogether the work of the Visiting Nurse is accomplishing 
the great good hoped for it and the Ladies’ Benevolent Society 
‘looks to the Charleston public generally to sustain it in an en- 


terprise which rebounds to the benefit ot the community as a 
whole.
